The Second Annual Metropolitan Coin Convention will be held in Exhibition 
Hall, British Empire Building, 50th Street and Fifth Avenue, Rockefeller Center, 
New York, from Nov. 14th until Nov. 2lst. The Convention will be open to the public 
from Nov. 16th to the 2lst. 


Members who are to participate in the exhibition will assemble in the 
British Empire Exhibition Hall on Saturday, November 14th at 1:30 P.M. to install the 
exhibits. The American Numismatic Society will hold open house at the Museum on 
Sunday, November 15th, from 2 to 5 P. M. and all members of the various Metropolitan 
Coin Clubs and their guests are cordially invited. 


The Secretaries of each of the Clubs participating in this Convention are 
respectfully requested to instruct their members to inform them at once of the exhibit 
they wish to make during the Convention. As your Committee is desirous of having as 
little duplication as possible, we are requesting that each participant submit two 
lists in duplicate, and on each of the lists, for insurance purposes, we would request 
that the value be placed next to each item, the signature of the exhibitor to be on 
the original. We wish each exhibitor to distinctly understand that once the exhibit 
is placed in the case, it is to remain until the conclusion of the Convention. 


Your Committee would also request that in making your exhibit, if it is of 
United States Coins, they should be of types only and not consecutive dates. In order 
that the labels under each exhibit be uniform, your Committeé has decided that small 
labels are to be used, made on grey paper or cardboard, and typed at the bottom of the 
exhibit, a label reading "From the Collection of " (whoever the

On Friday evening, November 20th, the members of the various Coin Clubs 
and their guests will assemble for dinner at the Rockefeller Plaza Restaurant, in the 
Old New York Room, which is located on the Rockefeller Concourse of the R. C. A. 

Your Committee suggests that all of the guests be seated prompt- 
ly by 6:30 P.M., as directly after the dinner is served, those holding tickets will 
walk across the street to the Radio City Music Hall to see the performance of that 
evening. The performance will start at 8:30 P.M. Tickets for the dinner and per- 
formance may be purchased from your Secretary at $2.50 per person.
